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COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 
Artiliery bombardments and pa- 
trol engagements appear to be oc- 
cupying the armies on the in- 
trenched war fronts of Europe. 
Current official communiques from 
the capitals of the warring nations 
mentioned no hard fighting except on 
the western end of the front in 
Moldavia. Austro-German guns 
are pounding at Ocna, a railroad 
town in the Trotus Valley, according 
to Petrograd. In the Suchitza Val- 
ley, farther southward, Russian ai- 
tacks, Berlin says, failed with heavy 
losses. On the eastern end of the 
front between Foceant and Galats 
there has been no jmportant activ- 
ity and Field Marshal Von Macken- 
sen apparently has been checked in 
his advance on the Sereth River. On 
the western front there have been 
several mall patrol engagements 
along the British portion of the 
line. On the remainder of the front 
the opposing artillery wings continue 
to hammer hostile trenches,

Again stepping in to save the land 
rights of a man who is at the front 
in the European war, and giving no- 
tice to all the world that his posses- | 
sions shall lle safe from contest un- 
til the close of hostilities or he is 


able to come home and personaliv 
look out for his interesta, Register 
Roche and Receiver Mitchell of the 
local Land Office gave official notice 
yesterday that the 320 acres of desert 
land, entered by William Henry 
Lawall near Victorville shall remain 
intact until Lawall is permitted to 
return from caring for prisoners of 
war in Czerak, Germany. 

In November, 1916, the General 
land Office denied the application 
for extension of time filed by Mrs. 
Louise E. Lawall of Nyack, N. Y.. 
wife of the entryman, on the ground 
that examiners of the Land ce 
had reported that there was no op- 
portunity to secure an available sup- 
ply of water on the land. But the 
office also held that the entryman 
might secure relief in the shape of 
an amended entry and for this pur- 
pose he was given thirty days with- 
in which to prepare such entry. 
Lawall has been absent in Eu- 
rope ever since the breaking out 
of the war and Mrs. Lawall made 
@ personal trip from her New York 
home to Washington to tell the offi- 
clals there that her husband was in 
the big war, and could not be com- 
municated with. That was argu- 
ment enough, and the local land 
officials were ordered to hold 
abeyance the Lawall ent until 
such time as Lawall should return 
from his service abroad. 
Lawall was for some time connect- 
ed with the local T. M. C. A. in this 
city, and was sent abroad by the 
International Commission of the 
Y. M. C. A. to care for the wounded 
prisoners in German detention

Los An- 
geles proposes to extend her repu- 
tation for producing plays and pic- 
tures to the realm of opera: and the 
giving of a one-acter, such as this, 
is an innovation to be commended. 
The composer did commend the 
women of the Friday Morning Club 
in emphatie terms for giving a 
chance for production for an opera 
which otherwise might have re- 
mained unheard for years and per- 
haps forever, because of the obtuse- 
ness of managers and the indetermi- 
nateness of the American public re- 
garding its own music. 

The giving of operatic premieres is 
rather an ambitious step for a 
woman's club, but as Mr. Patter- 
son pointed out in his post-curtain 
speech, enough such innovations will 
some day result in managerial en- 
lightenment as to what the public 
wants, as well as in giving the Amer- 
ican composer the chance to be 
heard—without which America will 
remain—-musically—off the map. 

“A Little Girl at Play” is an opera 
which, aside from being fine and 
beautiful music, is handled with 
such complete mastery of operatic 
technique, that it will bring any 
first night Orpheum audience to ap- 
plause. There are no pretentious 
barriers between the actors and the 
audience. There is, on the contrary, 
an understanding and entirely 
above-board plot, lacking those 
subtieties which cause one sort of 
an audience to yawn, frankly, and 
another to steal furtive glances at 
Its watch. 

The scene is a street in the slums; 
the characters arg three; Peter, a 
cripple; Nick, his brother, and des. 
a girl of the slums who is loved by 
Peter. Nick wins the girl from Pe- 
ter, and after he has shown his 
prowess, lies down against a lamp 
post to sleep; whereupon Peter ties 
him up with a rope, gags him, and 
being assured that Pee is false, drags 
her before his brother's eyes and 
killa her. Nick wrenches himdelf 
loose, glances uneasily up and down 
the street, and, satisfied that no one 
has observed the scene, slouches 
nonchalantly off stage while Peter 
throws himself on his knees beside 
the dead Peg. 

The persistent demands for en- 
cores disturbed the continuity of the 
piece, but did not obliterate the 
unity of the musical form. Mr. J. 
A. Stockman, tenor, as Nick, had 
the stage technique of the trio; he 
has sung in opera for years, and the 
action rested upon him for its pro- 
fessional flavor. As a consciously 
bragging bully, who wins women by 
scorn, Stockman sang and acted un- 
formly well. M. De la Plate, bari- 
tone, was somewhat hampered in ac- 
tion by the fact of having to ap- 
pear as a cripple, but all the expres- 
sion which his postures lacked, his 
rich and colorful voice conveyed sat- 
isfactorily. Edith Norton as Peg, 
save for a certain banality of man- 
ner and expression, was pleasing, and 
her tone work at times was very 
clear and beautiful. 

Mr. Patterson said that he had 
tried to wrench himself clear of Eu- 
ropean tradition, but he is a shin- 
ing example of the fact that there 
is no national music. This charm- 
ing opera is of the modern Italian 
school, and some of it, such as the 
baritone’s “I See Frail Women with 
Lustrous Eyes,” and the opening of 
the soprano’s “A Secret,” are pure 
Puccini; unconscious Puccini, of 
course, but nevertheless Puccini. 
American music is, so far, either 
European or nothing at all, and Mr. 
Patterson is European. 

After the tenor love song there is 
a trio which is worthy of the excel- 
leence of its counterpoint of the 
foremost composers mod- 
ern school. Of course the fact t 
there being no brass or wood for tus 
production deprives the music of per- 
fect ce, There was a string 
quintette under Julius Bierlich of 
the Symphony Orchestra, with May 
MacDonald Hope at the piano. Mrs. 
Hope has worked with Mr. Patter- 
son and the singers from the first 
rehearsal, and has been of inestim- 
able service to the production, not 
only because of her ability as a 
pianist, but because of her theart- 
whole interest in music for its own 
sake. With the piano in Mrs. Hope's 
hands, all fear for its artistic ma- 
nipulation is at an end. With the

HOLDS NATURAL COLOR. 


ViVID PICTURES IN CADMANS 
“THUNDERBIRD” SUITE. 


By Hein Schallert. 

After all, it takes a premiere to 
show what we really can do in aiding 
musical enterprise. Seldom has 
there been an occasion of such re- 
joicing locally as greeted the first 
presentation of Charles Wakefield 
Cadman’s “Thunderbird” suite by the 
Symphony Orchestra, under Adolf 
Tandler’s direction, yesterday after- 
noon at Trinity Auditorium. There 
have been few first performances of 
this caliber here. of which the size 
of the attendance was ample witneas. 
It was the largest audience the or- 
chestra has enjoyed at a public re- 
hearsal in many months. 

The enthusiasm which marked the 
birth of the new work was more than 
proportional to the increase in at- 
tendance. Right after the third of 
the five sections of the suite it broke 
bounds sufficiently to call for a rep- 
etition of the vivid Indian dance. 
At the close, after reiterated appre- 
lation, the composer answered with 
a few brief words of thanks, and 
the promise to give us also the first 
opportunity to hear his forthcoming 
Indian opera. 

After the suite, which was written 
originally as incidental music for the 
“Thunderbird” drama by Norman Bel 
Geddes, and later arranged for the 
orchestra by Ca@man, there is no 
need to say that the presentation of 
the opera here will be a more than 
welcome event. 

From a technical standpoint alone, 
the suite is unusually interesting. It 
is curious to note the facility with 
which Cadman picks his various in- 
strumental combinations in this 
work, He achieves most nove. 
blending—a blending that becomes 
characteristically fitted to the theme 
he is portraying. I think this is a 
feature which might well even strike 
the layman in hearing the composi- 
tion. The archestra seems to have 
grown some new sounds overnight. 

IDEALIZES NATURAL. 

The main attraction of the work 
from the artistic standpoint will lie, 
however, in the clear-sighted vision 
of idealized Indian music it offers, 
particularily in the first three move- 
ments. The last of these, the dance

Gov. Johnson cost Los Angeles 
$16,000 by failing to sign a dil 
passed at the last session of the 
Legislature appropriating that 
amount to reimburse the city for 
money spent on behalf of the new 
State Normal School by the construc- 
tion of the Madison- storm 
sewer. The Council yesterday dele- 
gated Councilman Roberts to go to 
Sacramento to see if Lieut.-Gov. 
Stephens will right the wrong done 
the city. 

President Betkouski said that 
when the trustees of the State Nor- 
mal School bought the site it was in 
a swamp and if the storm sewer had 
not been built the land could not 


have been used for the State build- | 


ings. It was understood that the 
State would appropriate the amount 
to pay for the assessment on the 
State's property. 

Councilman Wheeler said the bill 
appropriating the money was passed 
by both houses of the Legislature, 
but got lost in the Governors office. 
There was no question about the 
justness of the claim and a state- 
ment of facts should be presented to 
Lieut.-Gov. Stephens and members 
of the Legislature. 

Councilman Topham said Gov. 
Johnson vetoed it and President 
Neylan of the States Board of Con- 
trel, who was appointed by John- 
son, had refused to include the 
amount in the budget this session. 
“This end of the State made John- 
son Governor by giving him an enor- 
mous vote and this is what we get 
for it,” he added. He suggested that 
Councilman Roberts, “who swal- 
lowed Johnson bait, sinker and 
hooks,” be sent to Sacramento to 
get the money.

Devoutly to be Wisbed. 


Hr was inspiring news coming 
7 1 from the Vatican through Wash- 
ington the other day which informed 


the world that Pope Benedict is to take 
up again the programme formulate! by 
his great predecessor, Leo XIII, for 
the reunion of the Christian world. 
This is another outcome of the war 
which if realized would compensate for 
a great deal of the suffering undergone 
by people of the world on account of 
that bloody conflict. 

We have never been among those 
who regartied heresy in religion as a 
very grievous sin, nor considered sects 
as an entirely detrimental feature in 
Christianity. It has seemed to us that 
the division of the church has created 


greatly for efficiency on the part of the 
great Christian bodies. At the same 
time there can be no dispute about 
the fact that the intention of the 
Founder of Christianity was that they 
should “be all one.” The trouble with 
the oneness of Christianity in the 
minds of a great many of its profes- 
sors has been that they have looked 
to a mechanical union rather than a 
spiritual or sympathetic one. 

It has been an encouraging thing to 
Christians of all sects to notice the 
passfig of the bigotry and bitterness 
which have marked too much the in- 
tercourse of the different Christian 
bodies. There are no more burnings 
for heresy, and we hear very little of 
lambasting from the pulpit of one de- 
nomination against professors or tenets 
of a different Christian body, There 
is more nearly a spiritual union of the 
churches today than at any other time 
since the council of Nicaea met to form 
the Nicene creed. The gospel 
Christianity has no such thing as a 
creed bevond the very simple one of 
faith in Christ. Creeds.are largely a 
product of the Greek mind working on 
Christianity, and femind one very 
much of neo; Platonism, which although 
an eclectic philosophy was full of very 
fine-spun theories. 

Go back to the first schism in his- 
torical Christianity, by which the East- 
ern or Greek 8 was separated 


from the Latin or Western church. It 


is incomprehensible to us of modern 
days that a split so important should 
have grown out of an event so very 
unimportant. It came from a phrase 
in the Apostles’ Creed which seems 
to have been changed by the Latin 
church more. by accident than by de- 
sign. This dispute which has kept 
these two great Christian bodies sep- 
arated for centuries is known as that 
of the “filioque.” ‘It was all about the 
descent of the Holy Spirit, the Greeks 
insisting that He comes from the Fa- 
ther through the Son, and the Latins 
teaching that He comes from the Fa- 
ther and Son equally. Now if any- 
body can find anything in the New 
Testament on this very moot point he 
will have to look long and take a mi- 
eros to scan the words, and then 
he will not find it. N 

As ſor the, great Protestant Refor- 
mation of the sixteenth century, it was 
like every other great movement of the 
human mind—it went too far. There 
were many practices: of the, Latin 
church of that time that created bitter 
discussion between the doctors of that 


communion and the reformers which 


we know, today are very negligible; 
for example, prayers for the dead. So 
with the Christian communion. The 
Latins hold transubstantiation. Luther 
taught consubstantiation, the Angli- 
cans believe in the real presence and 
the unhistorical denominations make 
it a mere- memorial of Christ's death. 
At heart they all mean the same thing, 
if they only could learn to know it. 
To bring the churches together again 
will be a difficult task, in spite of the 
great liberalizing tendency of modern 
of science 


At the same time it is not impossible 
and may be bronght about. 


Money and Morals. 


HE words money and morals link 
themselves quite naturally in the 
average human mind, but the impres- 
sion conveyed is that the more money 
a man piles up the less do his morals 
pyramid on the other side of the scale. 
Many of the very poor fancy. that 
only the very rich can be very immoral. 
The ordinary man wants to get money 
enough to be wicked. He points with 
terrifying finger at what he calls the 
excesses of the rich. According to his 
computation a man with a million dol- 


dar: 
a good deal of emulation and made rs can be a million times as immoral 


as the unfortunate gink with one lone- 
some bead. He feels that he is right 
because he has his own appetite to 
use as a measuring string. He knows 
that if he had the coveted million he 
would be as wild as they make ‘em and 
yet he glares accusingly at the sins or 
selfishness of the rich. 

He is unjust, not only to others but 
to himself. | 

Money of itself does not make or 
constitute immorality. There is 
nothing about the possession of money 
that would hinder one from being the 
cleanest little Rollo boy that ever 
took a bath. Sometimes in the hey- 
days of carelessness and inexperience 
youth will boast of the excesses it will 
indulge when wealth comes. When 
it does come this same individual is 
likely to be found the most sedate and 
proper of domesticated animals. 

A great deal depends on the 
manner the money was acquired. 
Even the wild man of Borneo would 
conserve his wealth if he acquired it 
slowly by picking cocoanuts in the hot 
sun for twelve hours a day. 

Money that is -ottained quickly or 
without substantial consideration may 
lend itself easily to immoral uses. 
When a man has a bushel of money 
without any training in or conception 
of the responsibilities incident to its 
coming and going the results are apt 
to be unfortunate all around. 

But there is no reason in money 
and morals being handcuffed together. 
A man's heart and conscience can be 
just as indecent on a dollar as on a 
million. 

Man for man, the very rich are 
cleaner than those who flirt with - 
erty, nor would the general condition 
of the world be improved were their 
| 

You can good without being 
either rich or poor, but if is unjust to 
stamp money as immoral "when it 
leaves the mint.

N THE surface the r ly of the 
Entente Allies to the President’s 
effort to bring the two parties of bel- 
ligerents together to discuss peace 
seems to be in the nature of “on with 
the dance of death.” We hope earnest- 


ly that this may not be so, and would 


like very much to be able to take the 
other view of the matter. 

Of course there is no discounting the 
fact that both sides feel the crime of 
the war and are trying to throw it on 
the enemy. As we have said before, 
howitzers and other engines of war are 
not the only instruments entering into 
this bloody conflict. For some time 
past it has been a war of wits, each side 
trying to make the other responsible 
for the continuance of the war. It 
may be they are nearer ready to make 
peace than the Allies’ reply indicates. 
God grant it may be so. 

t the same time it may be, on the 
contrary, the purpose of both sides to 
o on with the war for another year at 
east. There is every reason to think 
that this is the purpose of the Entente 
Allies at least. Of course European di- 


plomacy is 99 per cent. prevarication 
and deceit.

The real trouble lies with the people 
in each nation struggling for mastery 
in the war. The war did not begin with 
the mobilization of the Russian and 
German armies in those last days of 
July two years and a half ago. The 
conflict has been smoldering in Eu- 
rope for years, and no intelligent, sen- 
sible man is dupe to the idea that 
either side is struggling for humani- 
tarian purposes. Creed lies at the 


root of the conflict in every nation en- 


gaged in the struggle. The secret di- 
plomacy — nations preceded 
the war for many years, and promises 
have been made to each of the Allies 
of territorial aggrandizement if they 
would only enter into the conflict 
against the Germanic nations, Russia 
has been promised Constantinople, 
France Alsace-Lorraine, Italy the 
Trentino, and so on to the end of the 
chapter. The people of these different 
nations have been fed up with the idea 
that the struggle would make each 
nation greater, richer and mofe powcr- 
ful than before the war broke out. 
They have made terrific sacrifices for 
their national ambition, and to be de- 
aied the fruits of the war would be an 
awful bitter pill to all the people en- 
gaged in the conflict. 


We must never forget that at the 


end of the Franco-Prussian war, nearly 
balf a century ago, the disappointment 
in the minds of the French rankled 
with such madness that the Napoleonic 
empire was overthrown and the repub- 
lic established in its place. 
the war with every nation balked in its 
ambition might very. well result in a 
similar shaking of every government 
engaged in the war. 

This is what makes the peace propo- 
sition appear so diaphanous in the 
minds of many people. Of course 
nobody can tell how near any nation in 


the conflict is to exhaustion, either in 


men, money or food. They must all 
be Getting near the bottom of the bin 
in all three of these elements that make 
the continuance of the war possible. 
Until the pinch of hunger is felt under 
the belts of the people of any nation 
they will not easily consent to any 
peace programme short of the realiza- 
tion of their ambition. Of course when 
hunger has reached the stomachs of a 
whole people, every other considera-

| T CERTAINLY looks as if the train- 
men, Industrial Workers of~the 
World, and all other aggregations of 


organized labor, had “digged a pit and

If the Congressional action in 
the passage of the Adamson act is to 
stand, it must be by forceful arbitration 
in all disputes between labor and 
capital and between employer and 
employee. Surely the government can 
not go granting every demand made 
by the greedy selfishness of unionized 
labor. If such a course were ‘pursued 
it wogld result in these people owning 
the whole country very promptly. 

But arbitration is exactly what they 
do not want. Andrew Furuseth of San 
Francisco, of the International Sea- 
men’s Union, the other day made a 
very emphatic protest, before the 
Senate Commerce Committee against 
the pro enactment of arbitration 
legislation to supplement the Adamson 
act. He painted a direful picture of the 
results that always have followed any 
effort to deprive the workman of rights 
to, quit employment individually or 
collectively. But he did not say how 
the Adamson act was to be made ef- 
fective and just at the same tigne with- 
out some way of settling the disputes. 
The whole thing is likely to fall still 
born from the hands of Congress. 


Tide Setting Back.

They see the Canadian. people 
very earnest in backing the mother 
country in the great conflict that is tax- 

‘ing the British Empite for men and 
money. There is a limit to patriotism 
as well as to everything else? and now 
the authorities of the Dominion are 
earfiestly considering concription or 
forcible service to compel the “slackers” 
to bear their share of the burden or 
aye their portion of the freight. Here 
where the unhappiness enters into 
the heart of the American immigrants 
to Canada and their children. In spite 
of their comfort in the Dominion their 
hearts are still American, and can not 
be expected to bear the same patriotic 
feelings as those to the manner born 
for several generations. There is a dif- 
rence between the minds of peofle who 
have never known a flag other than the 
one they are living under and those 
exotics who look back to another flag 
as that of their forbears; especially 
when that standard is the American 
Old Glory with her emzlazoned stars 
and stripes. 

So in these earliest days of the new 
year we read of the great rush of 
emigration from Canada back into the 
United States. The man who wrote 
the dispatch from Portland, Or., tell- 
ing us of this movement is specific 
in his statement that it has begun since 
the distribution of registration cards 
throughout Canada, but does not tell 
us of the former nationality of those in 
the movemént.. It looks as if it might 
easily be taken as a foregone conclu- 
gion that these are the American farm- 
ers or their progeny who are rushin 
back to the mother country in lack o 
patriotism for Great Britain.

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S A CHARTER thember. Angora 
herd No. 1, of the Ancient and Ornery 
Order of Goats, I am interested in 
the blatant and bleatant living emblem of 
our splendid fraternity. 

I wanted a goat as a boon companion for 
the dogs, cats, parrots, turkeys, ducks, hens, 
white rats, éstriches, goldfish and other 
wild animals that browse on our place. 


Some years ago the goat was referred to 
as the poor man's cow, but with goat's milk 
selling at 25 cents a quart and with prize- 
winning stock worth a couple of hundred 
dones on the hoof, the animal has become 
the rich man's heifer. 


The doctor told me tf 1 would quit drink- 
ing cider and take to goat’s milk I would 
last fifty or sixty years loner and so I 
began to look about me for a kind and com- 
panionable specimen. I wasn't exactly sure 
of what 1 wanted nor the quantity, so 1 
thought’ best to borrow one on tria)—tak- 
ing it under a sixty-day option as it were. 

In this way I came into possession of 
Pansy Toggenburg. 

All he-goats and a good many of the sissi@s 
are named after William Jennings Bryan 
and are called Billy for short. Our speci- 
men being of the Toggenburg family we 
called her Pansy because her name was 
Dorothy. 

Pauline—which was her middie name— 
must have learned to use a safety razor. 
At any rate she was practically whiskerless 
and, had a fine, open countenance and a 
clear, blue eye. Her singing voice was not. 
at all like that of the thrush, nor even the 
squirrel, but there was a plaintive note 
to it that carried far and was quite appeal- 
ing. When I put her in her little corral 
I noticed she had four faucets. 

“Does she give both hot and cold milk?” 
I asked of ber custodian. 

“Sure Mike,” he answered, “but you want 
to work two together and then you get 
the milk warm and just about right.”

Some wise old ginks 
say that it is richer than cow's milk and 
that is absolutely free from tubercular 
germs. A milch goat is therefore a handy 
thing to have around in bringing up baby. 
When the milk is selling for 25 cents a 
quart a goat in the home is a handy thing 
to have. They tell us 
Alexandria where the little tote are 1 -ought 
up directly on the goat, after the historic 
manner of Romulus and Remus. No 
wonder they call children kids. 


The goat is one of the oldest animale 
in the world. Fifty centuries ago they 
worshiped him in Egypt. He was one of 
the few animals that could raise whiskers 
like a man. In ancient Persia wealth was 
sometimes measured by the number of 
goats possessed and men bought their 
wires with them. Tuts condition remains 
to some extent to this day. Nowadays 
when a man marries a woman she usually © 
gets his goat. 

Angora and Cashmere goats are of the 
woolly and not the hairy sort and are great 
boys for cleaning up the brush. The first 
Angoras ever seen in Europe were brought 
from Constantinople by the Dutch am- 

dor in 1541. Now there are rafts of 
them in this country and Uncle Sam has 


used them to clean up some wild parts of 
his domain. 


But the Angora, while a good-looking and 
wholesome creature, is not a very good 
milker and is not in demand as a house- 
hold pet after the manner of one of the 
‘Toggenburg of Alpine families. These 
latter confe from Switzerland, where the 
motto is “milk or bust.“ 

There is quite a bit of argument in. 
favor of a goat or two in every home. 
They are rather cleanly animals of them. 
selves and will eat up almost everything 
lying around from the waste potato peel- 
ings to the morning paper. The femal 
of the species antes up her two quarts or 
so of costly milk a day for about seven 
months of the year and incidentally 
mothers a brood of two or three kids 
that cut up into appetizing lamb chops whea 
sufficiently ripened.

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HE human voice is a wondertul or- 
gan. It is unique in all creation. Lis-

The living voice of you humans is marvel- 
ous.in its effect on your own souls or on 
that of the lower animal creation. How 
quickly your dog learns to recognize the dif- 
ferent tones of the human voice as his mas- 
ter scolds or commends him. And which 
of you has not heard the difference in the 
effect of a story recited by the living voice 
told in the most offhand, careless manner, 
compared with the same story written out 
with elaborate carefulness? Of course, the 
effect of ihe human voice depends on the 
earnestness of the speaker, and some one 
has put this into a very illuminating adage, 
“Words are a power if there is a man be- 
hind them.” 7 

Run your eye over history, and you will 
find a million great business men where you 
discover one great orator, a thousand men 
great in science for one distinguished as a 
speaker, and hundreds of great war captains 
for one eloquent man. Look at Greek his- 
tory. How many generals that little penin- 


sula produced, how mary great painters, but 


only ome great orgtor. Among the Romans 
Caesar had many rivals, but Cicero stands 
‘alone as & great speaker in that race. 

This effect of the living human voice is 
recognized by the greatest and wisest of all 
men. He whom imillions of You regard as 
Emmanuel, or the God man. He did not 
trust his gospel te written page, but com- 
missioned His Aposties to go out into all 
the world and preach the good tidings of 
salvation to every people. These were an 
exceedingly earnest body of men, although 
not highly educated as a rulé, and the mere 
preaching of the word broke down ancient 
philosophies, tumbled gods from their pedes- 
tals, and literally transformed the world. 

Preaching is a great privilege, surely, and 
ought to be exercised with great care and 
only practised after careful study. The Eagle 
has a friend who years ago had a cousin who 
came over from Ireland and settled In a Ht- 
tle factory village In New York. He had 
been raised in the Church of England, and 


after trying the two churches in the village, 


one Methodist, the other Dutch Reformed, 
he persisted in walking in fair weather and 
foul three miles to a village to attend a 
church of his own selection. Taxed with this 
by his neighbors, his answer was: “But you 
see, I do not like to go where one man does 
all the talking. I like to have a chance to 
jaw back.” 

‘Another story is told of a young preacher 
who wrote to an elderly one of much ex- 
perience and of great fame as a preacher 
asking for advice as to how the young man 
should ‘become a great preacher. The old 
fellow turned over the letter and wrote on 
the back of it, “Holler.” Then came back 
the young fellow with the declaration that 
knew that he had to speak loud, byt ask- 
for more 


“Holler more and louder.” 

There is another story about a professor 
in a theological seminary instructing a class 
who quoted the scriptures to the effect that 
Christ would save the world through “the 
foolishness of preaching.” And the wise old 
fellow said: “Now, gentlemen, remember

cathedral.” 


Poetically one cannot cavil with the pic 
ture. But somehow we feel that Bernard. 
has not painted in all the essentials. There 
is no theater, no prosperous publisher, no 
Socialist forum, no vegetarian restaurant. 
And these things are very much in Ber- 
nard’s consciousness, as he has been at no 
pains to conceal. He declares that he loves 
the quiet little village and its church, and 
he turns the vial of his ferocious scorn 
upon the Pecksniff creations of brick and 
mortar known as city churches. 

But Shaw's village, built to suit His real 
consciousness, would be an odd soft of a 
village. It certainly would not be quiet if 
Sbaw lived in it He may have a preference 
for quiet little old-fashioned churches by 
way of sharp contrast, since he says he at- 


tends them regularly, but he would cer- 


tainly want a big theater and a first-class

_ “Everyman.” 


A morality play, served with Ballet Russe 
sauce, was “Everyman.” A brilliant pub- 
licity campaign to make death popular. A 
nasty knock against friendship, whose coun- 
gels are shown as always selfish. A libel 
on the dear old earth and humanity. Ann 
Andrews «as Paramour, depicted a queenly 
young person of fine dignity and unim- 
peachable manners. Mothers impersonated 
as mournful pessimists of pious gloom. 
Debtors exemplified as all poor and 
wretched and excusable. Everyman as 
wealthy, paltry, selfish but conscience 
stricken. 

A clever picture, yes. Artistic, oh, yes. 
But moral, no. Nor symbolical of life as 
we know it. Everyman would better be 
personated as neither peor nor rich, neither 
hard-hearted nor sentimental, but each 
by turns in spasms. He is a rare 
man who could show the adamant cal- 
lousness of the Everyman of the play. The 
colors were laid on too thick for a sense of 
reality, so the lesson is lost. Se few of us 
are ever as rich and glorious as that 
Bveryman, and you could never make us be. 
lieve we would act like that if we were. It 
was a morality play directed only against 
the very rich. The audience felt safely out-

Los Angeles is simply permea with 
lofty elevators intent upon impro our 
tastes, WHeroically they have chosen this 
thankless profession, relying upon our pro- 
fessed yearnings. But somehow we con- 
sistently fail them. No doubt we consider 
that culture and Christianity should both be 
free. Virtue should be its den reward. 
But all the same, we wouldn't miss a new 
film by Charlie Chaplin for anything. We 
evidently don't really like being elevated. 
We will pay to see Charlie, but we expect 
complimentary seats at a really high-class 
entertainment, otherwise wen ‘stay home

The people who conscientiously provide 
us with really good muste.“ ‘with “the finest 
in art,” with “intellectual drama,” with cul- 
ture de luxe, all have a mournfal tale to 
tell.

These con- 
ditions seem to be imperative in the forma- 
tion of a true desert, and all of them ob- 
tain here. One is either tolling across a 
sandy plain, or climbing over a rocky 
mountain, and he is pretty sure to be a long 
distance from water. : 

Dry camps are a common occurrence. and 
as the animals become poorer and weaker 
from lack of water and scanty feed, one 
will miss his reckoning of distance and 
sometimes one dry camp will be succeeded 
by another, and then he will find that he 
has very little water to drink and not any 
for cooking, and he will skip a couple of 
meals. At such times one must forego 
ablutions, which at the best are perfunc- 
tory, and substitute a dry wash with a bit 
of gunny-sack to remove the pot-black and 

But if water is scarce under -foot, it Is 
also searce overhead, and one need bother 
very little about rain. When it does come, 
however, one should not let it find him in 
the bed of a canyon, for the accumulated 
moisture of years will probably descend all 
at once and all in one spot. As the moun- 
tains are precipitous and utterly bare of 
trees, and the canyons are deep and perpen. 
dicular, a very respectable flood may re 
sult in a few minutes. 

There is one ranch in this desolation, 
San Luis, but it is some ten miles to one 
side of the road, and one who is not in- 
formed would never suspect its existence. 
In a rocky rincon wells a spring of most ex- 
cellent water, Which has always been suf- 
ficient for two or three hundred head of 
cattle. Thq spot is a veritable oasis, where 
grass along the stretch of the canyon 
springs up as if by magic and shrubs re- 
Main green beyond a seeming possibility. 
The cattle of the ranch prove that, with 
an abundance of sweet water, animals may 
maintain a fairly good condition by brows- 


There are, however, other growths besides 
shrubs, notably the mescal, upon which cat- 
tle feed. 

If the animals can find a place for their. 
muzgle between the sharp spines of the 
mescal they greedily eat the rich heart. 
Many miles of desert plain, though it may 
furnish no feed for stock, presents the 
appearance of a dense forest devold of 
foliage, with its giant cardon, towering and 
tapering cirio and ocotillo, garambullo and 
pitalla. 

Going in from the main road, just be- 
fore reaching San Luis, the trail passes 
over a bare hill which is strewn thick with 
huge granite boulders and winding between 
those the traveler suddenly looks down 
upon a clump of feathery palms clustered 
about the water, a most grateful sight after 
many miles of sand and rocks. 

For the most part in the desert there 
is no grass, horses and burros living on 
the branches of a small leafless tree 
called dipua. 

Surrounding Calmalli these branches are 
lopped off, made into bundles and packed 
to the mining camp on the backs of burros 
from a distance of ten or fifteen miles. 
The ability of animals to support ite on 
dipua’ is, however, an acquired art, for 
animals that are taken into the region 
from God's country at first refuse it, and 
can Only be induced to eat it by the bitter 
force of starvation. Yet it was on the 
border of this desert where I saw the most 
beautiful floral display that I ever wit 
nessed; miles of glorious white lilies, the 
desert amaryllis, frequently showing as 


many as fifteen superb flowers on one 


spike. The bulbs were very deep in the 
ground, usually about one foot below the 
surface, and from the growth displayed 
must have found abundant moisture, 
though it had probably been many months 
since rain fell. The flowers gave out a 
delicious fragrance and were quite as large 
and fine as the Easter lily furnished by our 
florists. It was an excellent example of 
the wonderful surprises and contradictions 
presented by the desert. Often where it 
seems as though nothing could possibly 
grow, there will appear in the spring, as 
if by magic, beautiful flowers of varied 
hues, though usually there will be displayed 
only a flower stalk, with very little embel- 
lishment of leaves, for nature, in such 
places of stress, hoards her energies to tire 
extreme, and expends none of them on ap 
pendages that are not absolutely necessary 
to the perpetuation of the plant.

A Scientific Mystery. 

{New York World: Fireflies flashing in 
unison were observed by Edward 8. Morse 
fifty years ago, and since then he has been 
trying to find some confirmation of his ob- 
servations, but in vain until a few weeks 
ago, when Prof. E. B. Poulton of Bedford 
sent him a proof sheet of a book he js edit- 
ing entitled “A Naturalist in Borneo,” by 
the late R. Shelford. Mr. Morse sends an 
extract from this to Science: 

“On the opposite bank was a small tree 
growing close to the water's edge, which 
was covered with thousands of fireflies, 
small beeties of the family lampyridae, and 
I observed that the light emitted by these 
little creatures pulsated ‘in a regular syn- 
chronous rhythm, so that at one moment the 


tree would be one blaze of light, while at 


another the licht would be dim and uncer.

ingects is very remarkable and not very 
easy of explanation. * 
“Another instance of it was mentioned by 
Cox. Certain ants that are found very fre 
quently proceeding in columns along the 
floor of the jungle, when alarmed, knock 
their heads against the leaves or dead sticks 
which they happen to be traversing. Every 
member of a community makes the neces 
sary movement at the same time, and as 
the movements are rapid a distinct loud 
rattling sound is heard. In this case the 
action is probably a danger signal, and we 
can understand—theoretically, at any rate— 
how it was brought about. But the value to 
the species of the rhythmic-light pulsation 
of the firefiies is not obvious, and as it is 
doubtful it the emission of phosphorescent 
light is under the control of the insect, or is 
merely a simple automatic process of metab-

LIFE IN THE HEART OF ARCTIC ALASKA. 
Kotzchue and the Kobuk. By Frank G. Carpenter.

But before I give_the gist of these inter- 
views let us take a birdseye view of the 
country to which they relate. Arctic Alas- 
ka comprises about one-fourth of the terri- 
tory. It is almost half the size of Texas, 
more than twice the size of Illinois, and 
three times the size of Ohio, Virginia or 
Kentucky. If you could lift it up and drop 
it down upon Europe it would more than 
cover the half of France, Germany or the 
Spanish peninsula, and it would entirely 


than any other under the American flag. It 
has a few white men living along Ketze 
bie Sound and on the banks of the 
Kobuk River, and there are, All told, per- 
haps three or four thousand Eskimos. The 
Eskimos are scattered along the Arctic 
Ocean in little settlements, the largest of 
which have only three or four bundred 
souls. There are several Eskimo villages 
in the interior. The government has estab 
lished schools at nearly all of these settle- 
ments and many of the Eskimos are grow- 
ing rich in the raising of reindeer. They 
also hunt walrus for their ivory tusks,

C. R. Harker on New Greeds. 


No one on the Pacific Coast knows the 
poultry game any better than Charles R. 
Harker of San Jose. A breeder, fancier, 
judge and writer on poultry matters for 
nearly half a century, he has wen breeds 
and varieties come and go like the seasons. 
Commenting on the craze for new things 
iu web and feather he says that new breeds 
and new varieties of old ones are multiply- 
ing so fast nowadays that a person must be 
a rare bird himself who can name them 
all. offhand. The Standard is of little help, 
for the makers of it cannot admit the new- 
comers rapidly enough to keep up with the 
applicants. The good old Plymouth Rock, 
itself not so awfully long ago classed as 
a new one, is now divided into about all the 
colors of the rainbow, and the Wyandottes 
likewise, while of others there are so many 
sorts and shades that sone of us get be 
wildered trying to distincuish one from 
another. Rhode Island Whites we mistake 
for White Wyandottes, and whether a bird 
is a White Rock or a White Orpington, only 
the color of the shank frequently betrays. 
Even the oldest of all, the Dorkings, can- 
not escape the rage for something new. 
A man in Philadelphia declares that be has 
Red Dorkings, which beat the band for 
laying and they are right there in table 
qualities, as all the new ones are, and, of 
course, they lay a prodigious number of 
eges, the pullets hatched im the spring lay 
in September, ete.

Diseases and Methods of Prevention, 


A press bulletin from the Texas Depart 
ment of Agriculture contains some sug> 
gestions on the question of poultry dix 
eases that apply to other sections of coun 
try besides the Lone Star State. Allowing 
that there are principal avenues by which 
disease may be introduced, namely, by 
poorly equipped poultry houses, wherein 

birds are subjected to sudden changes 
of weather, cold draughts, etc, as with 
catarrh, roup, ete.; by improper febing: 
and by buying or swapping for diseased 
birds, it states that the first way may be 
prevented by the use of disinfectants and 
providing comfortable quarters; the sec 
ond, by disinfectants and the regulation of 
feeds; and the third, by the abandonment 
of the traffic in diseased birds. Unforte 
nately in this late day. with the premises 
Often infested with rats, it is donbtful if 
any disinfectant will prove successful, 
since it is known that rats are carriers of 


@ number of poultry diseases that are com 
tagious. 


Some of these germs are easfly flied, 
while others are very dificult. For the in 
side of the houses, including the roost and 
nest boxes, hot limie wash is recommended, 
This wash should be applied two or three 
times a year. One-fourth pint ef carbolie 
acid should be added to every gation of 
the wash. This will kill both animal para- 
sites and microbes. When a gaseous dis- 
infectant is needed to reach the ceflings of 
the house and the hanging roost, take one 
pint of formalin (formaldehyde) 40 per 
cent. strength. and mix in one gallon of 
water; spray thoroughly on the walls, cen. 
‘ngs, roost, etc. The building should be 
tight and the operator should stand at the 
door, spray the back part first and epray 
in a hurry, and as su.k 22 completed come 
out, closing the door. Let it remain closed 
until about 4 or 5 o'clock p.m. If this treat- 
ment should begin in the morning this 
would give ample time to destroy all 
germs. Remember, the building should be 
airtight, or nearly so, to get results. Stop 
buying or swapping birds and destroy the 
rats, as these redents may carry the dis- 
ease a long distance, and with the rats 
bringing the germs to the poultry yard, 
oven disinfectants may prove a failure,

homestead in Uncle Sam's territory.” 
“What kind of a climate have yout’ 1 
asked. 
I consider the Kobuk Valley one of the 
most delightful parts of Alaska,” replied 
Judge Moran. “We have four months of 
summer and six or seven months of very 
cold weather. All the streams are frozen 
solid by the ist of October, and we have a 
steady eold from then until about the mid- 
dle of May. Shortly after that the ice goes 
out with a rush and summer begins.” 
“How cold does it get during the winter?” 
“The thermometer sometimes goes down 
to 50 or 60 degrees below zero, but as a 
rule it is much above that, and we have 
weeks when it is only a few degrees above 
or below. The air is dry and there is but 
little wind, and we have no trouble to keep 
ourselves warm. There perhaps, 
seventy-five white people who live on the 
Kobuk and its tributaries. Many of the 
men have brought their wives with them, 
and children have been born in the country. - 
Among our people are emigrants from North 
Dakota and Minnesota; they say that the 
climate of the Kobuk is quite as good as 
the country from which they came.” 
No Use for Lamps in Summer. 


“Give me an idea of your summers.” 
“They are delightful. We have many 


te brine ovr ternipa, potetoes, earrots and 
cabbasces 

we could grow. them ourselves. We now 
raise all we want out in the open and also 
lettuce, peas and beans. We grow the 
finest of tomatoes and eucambers in our 
hothouses.” 


Much Game. 


“Tell me something about the game of 
the Kobuk.” 


“It is of many varieties and we are 80 far 
north that no one bothers about getting a 
license for hunting. There is excellent 
fishing. The streams of the delta are such 
that you can travel hundreds of miles in a 
gasoline launch, They are deep, but the 
water is so clear that you can see the bot- 
tom almost everywhere, 


“The whole valley is full of wild birds. 
There are great flocks of wild geese, ducks 
and sandhill cranes that come to feed on 
the berries that grow on the banks of the 
lakes. These birds arrive about May 1, 
sending out their scouts in advance. The 
natives watch for the first goose and then 
prepare for the hunt. 


“We have two species of ptarmigan,” 
Judge Moran continued. “One of these is 
the size of a quail and the other that of 2 
prairie chicken. These birds are to be found 
the year around, and, strange to say, they 
change their color with the season. in the 
summer the feathers are brown, the color 
of the tundra. In the wiater they turn to 
snow white, so that it is difficult to see the 
birds aga the snow. This is a protection 
of nature. It ise the same with our rabbits. 
They are brown in the summer and in the 
winter, snow white. We have mililons of 
rabbits. They feed on the bark of the wil- 
low trees and they will eat the bark as 
high as they can reach, standing on the 
snow as they do so. This kills the trees 
and you often seen dead willow thickets of 
vast extent.” 

“Have you any big game?” 

“We have the moose here and there and 
thousands of caribou. The caribou go about 
in large droves in the winter. As to fur an- 
mais, we have otter and muskrat, ermine 
and marten, and our mink are noted the 
world over for their fine fur,” 

“How about foxes*” 


“We have the best that can be found in 
the frigid zone,” replied Judge Moran. “We 
have every kind, including the red. the 
cross, the black or silver tip and the white 
and the blue. All of these foxes belong 
to two families. The red fox Includes the 
cross and the black. The white includes 
the blue. Our red foxes average about 
seventeen in weight. The white and 
blue foxes will run about ec th pounds. 


It is light all the time during the 
summer. We put away our lamps in March 
and do not bring them out until late in 
September. You can read a newspaper at 
any hour of the night without artificial 
light. There is so much sunshine that every- 
thing grows twice as fast as in the States. 
The grass along the river is as high as your 
land everywhere is green and 
wild flowers. We have great 
forget-me-nots, thousands of

Moran. “We have the teal climate for fur 
production and we can breed foxes, marten, 
mink and ermine. The Kobuk was once 
the natural home of the beaver, but that anl- 
mal is now almost extinct. During one 
year we shipped muskrat 
amount of $100,000. We are now shipping 
none. 
all over Alaska. 


Has a Fox Farm. 

“As to foxes, I have started a fur farm 
at Shungnak and am breeding whites, reds 
and crosses. I have had as many as seven: 
ty-two foxes at one time, and I am now 
rapidly increasing my supply by buying 
breeding stock of the natives. I pay them 
one and a half times the value of the skin. 
Until lately I have lost a number of foxes 
because 1 did not know how strong to 
make the pens or inclosures in which they 
were kept. I began with high fences of 
chicken wire, but that wire was too weak 
and the mesh was not fight. The animals 
walked right through it. Now I have a four- 
teen gauge steel wire, with a two-inch 
mesh. it is made fer fox fencing and it 
seems to be excellent.” 

“What do you know about ‘the Kobuk 
River?“ 


“I ought to know something.“ said Judge 
Moran. I have lived on the Kobuk for 
more than @ decade and have hunted and 
fished and prospected for gold all along 
it-and its tributaries. The Kobuk is about 
the best stream in Arctic Alaska. it 
606 miles long. It flows from east to west, 
not far ncrth of the Arctic Cirtle, and 
empties into the Arctic Ocean at Kotzebue 
Sound. The stream winds about like the 
Yukon and its delta bas as many mouths as 
the Miesiasippk in normal times it is navi 
gable for 300 miles for steamers of two 
and one-half feet draft. It ig a better river 
than the Tanana, and shallow draft boats 
can go further up it.” 

“Ie the country well mineralized?” 

“Yes, there is more or less gold all along 
the Kobuk. You can drive your shovel al- 
most anywhere into the gravel of tha.cresks 
and find color. In 1913 a nugget as big as 
my hand was brought into the store at Kotze- 
bue Sound and traded for goods. That 
nugget weighed forty-four and one-half 
ounces and its actual value was almost 
$1000. The miner who brought it said he 
had found it when moving his sluice boxes. 
He had it on his shovel and had thrown it 
away with the otber rocks when he no- 
ticed that the shovel seemed heavy. He 
then went over to where be had thrown the 
stuff and found 2. nugget in the mud.,

Prospectors and Miners at Work. 


“Is there much mining being done?” 

“We have a number of prospectors and 
miners who are working on the creeks that 
flow into the Kobuk. There are some also 
on the Squirrel and Shungnak Rivers. I 
have a mining property on Dahl Creek. In 
1910 a nugget was found there that. was 
worth $700. As to the gold of Aretic Alas 
ka, our country is in the infancy of is 
development. Many of the creeks carry - 
low-grade gravel that will some day be 

at a profit. We have also gold 
quartz in which you can see the fine grains 
of gold with the naked eye.” 

“What other minerals have you?” 

“The country has never been prospected,” 
replied Judge Moran. “It ts full of miner- 
als, but no one knows just what there is 
nor the values. As to copper, we have some 
large desposits. Mr. Bradley, the manager 
of the great sold mines at Treadwell, took 
one option on a copper find near the Kobuk 
River at a price of $400,000. That was 
about twelve years ago, when copper was 
low. The price continued to decline and 
he finally gave up thé option. At the pres 
ent time the deposit could probably be 
mined at a great profit. 

“Among the other minerals we have large 
deposits of asbestos, silver and coal, Some 
of the silver is placer and can be washed 
from the streams. We bave also antimony 
and tungsten and a jade which, it is be- 
lieved, will command a — price in the 
market.“ 

“Are the coal deposits of any value?“ 

“There is one mine on the Kobuk that 
has supplied the local demand for the past 
eighteen years, and there are other beds of 
fairly good coal near the Arctic Ocean, 
There are some deposits near Cape Lis 
burne that have been khown a long time. 
They were mentioned by Henry D. Woolfe, 
who had worked in them prior to the census 
of 1890. He describes the coal as semi- 
bituminous, and says it will make steam 
quickly, although fit has a large percent- 
age of ash. One of the deposits covers 
twenty-five square miles. It ts also re- 
ported than there is a lake of oi] and oll 
springs northwest of Wainwright. The gov- 
ernment has long known of an oil belt 
there, but the region has not been surveyed 
nor prospected. In fact, no one knows 
what we have in these far northern parts 
of Alaska. It may be that the next great 
gold stampede will be to tis region.”

Be Americans Love Flowers? 


HIS ts a question lately agitating the 

genera] press as well as the class pa- 

pera in the eastern part of our great 
country. Do we love flowers? Certainly we 
love ‘em, eee we wouldn't have em in 
such profusion. Neither would we have the 
most effective societies om earth for the 
protection and preservation of wild flowers 
mor the fine flower shows given in every 
State and the strong organizations back of 
them. Locally the love of flowers by the 
many is unquestioned. Public and private 
grounds and flower shows in Los Angeles, 
Pasadena and scores of lesser places all 


% to refute the chargé that we do not 


love flowers. 


Much of the argument produced to prove 
to us that we are not a flower-loving peo- 
ple is based on European gardens and ob- 
servations. Especially are England and the 
English cited because there all love and 
cultivate flowers. it has become a well- 


known and clearly recognized national 
trait of character. And there are no per- 
ceptible exceptions. But the English, 
though originally a composite people, are 
now a solidified people of well-defined na- 
tional characteristics. We have no such 
status as yet. The influx of the English 
Mone would prevent this. All of them 
that can get away come to us and of late 
a majority find their way to the Pacific 
Coast. 

When we have assimilated all these and 
the countless hordes from other countries 
perhaps we shall steady down to the ac- 
Guisition of national traits of character. 
At presant America, the greatest meiting 


pot the world ever saw, is boiling at a 
seething pitch. What we shall make of the 
ultimately remains to be seen, but 


so far every successive generation born in 
this country is an improvement on the one 
that went before. And, incidentally, but 
right to the question under consideration, 
is the fact that in the older and more set- 
ted parts of our country the deepest love 
and appreciation of fowers are shown. The 
exception that proves the rule is Southern 
California. But bere all nature has 
conspired to ald us that the force is 
resistible. Therefore we live amidst

California shovid properly_be a great per.

Either fruit rinds, leaves or 
flowers, or all of these from every sort of 
citrus tree or plant are available for per- 
fumery purposes. In addition, every im- 
portant perfumery plant known is now 
grown in Southern California as an orna- 
mental. There are some natural deterrents 
to the growth of all, for our sun is too hot 
and desiccative for a few plants, and fogs 
in some parts are too prevalent for others. 
But as a rule we can qualify on the whole 
list as well as any section in the world. 
It is a matter that has not yet been given 
more than the crudest of experiments in a 
few lines by those not in a position to ex- 
ploit the business on a commercial scale.

Great American Hog. , 


R many years the greatness of the 
American hog has been proverbial 
throughout América and Europe. We have 
made many a fat, satisfying meal for the 
poorer people of both continents in the way 
of fat pork, and for epicures in the ways of 
hams and bacon, spare ribs and sausages. 
The American hog had his day in Los 


Angeles Thursday and Friday of the current - 


week, when breeders of swine from all parts 
of the State met in annual convention of the 
California Swine Breeders’ Association. In 
addition to the swine breeders the packers 
took part in the discussions of the day, thus 
bringing both interests of the swine industry 
into accord. 


For a short period of time some fifty 
years ago the American hog was non grata 
to people of both hemispheres. That was 
when the trichina got into his system, and 
in spite of all curing and cooking this ter- 
rible microbe got into the interna] economy 
of those who fed upon the American hog. 
That is a thing of the past, forgotten by 
everyone except a few old-timers. Ameri- 
can intelligence and ingenuity soon got 
around the difficul:y of the trichina spiralis. 
Better breeds of pigs were gotten, growing 
rapidly and maturing in less than a year. 
About ten months is the average life of 
the American pig nowadays, and by that 
age he has acquired a weight of about 300 
pounds.

storage station. The station was constructed 


at a cost of $187,000 gold. This iu the fifth 
installation to be made in Chile, and other 
storage stations are bell located in other 
parts of South America.

The 
Chilean nitrate industry has been saved 
from demoralization by this enterprise of 
the Union Of] Company.

It is a land of magnificent heights and 
awfat depths, of rock-rimmed canyons and 
snow-clad summits; a land of rosy alpen- 
low mirrored in the crystal clear waters of 
glacial lakes, of wild torrents, and awful 
silences. The unquestioned royalty of these 
magnificent mountains is well bespoken by 
their awful silence, their awful majesty. 
On Whitney's Summit. 


On the top of a continent! Yes, on the 
As we 


ascent, is now stimulating and invigorating. 

To the north, west and south, the pano 
rama of royal mountains stretch away from 
us. Northward, the mountains in the Kings 
Kern divide shut off all the peaks in that 
direction, except the famous Palisades, 
themselves high enough te dominate the 
entire range for thirty miles in either d. 
rection. At the foot of the divide the ever- 
lasting snows give birth to the waters that 
go to make up the river of the Kern. 


To the west, ly forested areas roll 
away into the yon of the Kern, where 
the emerald waters of that stream plunge 
and roar on their southward journey. Across 
the Kern Canyon, the Black Kaweahs 
stand in the sheer wall of the Great West- 
ern Divide, like teeth in the saw 
some glant woodsman. , ” 

Looking southward to the foot of Mt. 
Whitney, Twin Lakes appear like gems set 
im garnet against the ramparts of Mt. 
Hitchcock, one of the lesser mountains. 
Over this mountain and farther to the south 
the range becomes lower, and is finally lost 
to vision In the forested areas rolling away 
toward the Tehachepi, and foothills of the 
Sierras. 

Bot on turning to the East, an abyss 
yawns at our feet. It is Lone Pine Canyon, 
and Whitney drops into it with a sheer 
precipice of some 3000 feet. We gaze down 
into the headwaters of this canyon, and see 
the milky, opalescent blue of Crystal Lake, 
and on down to where sparse timber begins 
at an elevation permitting its growth. Our 
eyes follow the canyon on down to where 
the creek emerges from the mountains and 

traces its way across the desert, accom- 
panied by a fringe of willows, until it is 
finally lost In the sands. 

We look out over the desert trough of 
the valley of the Owens River, over the dry 
lemas known as the Alabama Hills, to 
where the little town of Lone Pine sleeps 
in the shadow of Mt. Whitney, and on, 
across, into the brown mystery of the desert 
Inyo Mountains, exquisitely veiled in opales- 
cent haze, as only desert mountains can be 
veiled. 

Down the valley to the south, the brackish 
waters of the Bitter Lake reflect the blue 
of the desert sky, and over the lake the 
outline of the distant Panamints melts 
away into the vastgess of the iilimitable 
Mojave. 

Finally, unable to comprehend the su- 
preme magnificence of all that we have 
seen, we begin the descent, literally stunned 
by the sublimity of it all. 

Inte the Desert.

and on, we slide down the trail, with the 
packs on the animals forever slipping up on 
their shoulders. Gradually the air becomes 
Warmer and warmer, as we approach the 
heat of the desert. 

Finally we emerge from the narrow crack 
of a canyon, pass out through the brown 
feothilis and lomas, off of the washes from 
the mountains, and into the open desert. 
And then, the appearance of the country 
that we have just left! A sheer wal) cf 
rock reaching into the very clouds, lost in 
lilac haze, and almost overhanging in its 
stupendous height. 

Under the shadow of this gigantic wall 
we journey northward through the sage and 
greasewood, and come at evening to where 
the waters of Pine Creek rush  pell-mell 
from the mountains, and tumble on down 
the slope to where Indepéndence dreams 
away its time under the eternal blue of the 
desert sky. 


Here we camp, at the foot of the old 
Kearsarge trail, and in the incense from the 
burning sage in our campfire, we fancy we 
see the Indiang going back and forth once 
more over this oldest of Sierra trails. 


Over the Kearsarge. 


Ascending the eastern slope of the Sierras 
was well expressed by a friend of mine, 
while once climbing the old MKearsarge 
trail. “You have to climb to get up these 
mountains, no matter what trail you take,” 
he sald, and it is certainly true. The east- 
ern t leading up to the high passes are 
weary drag, up, up, up, 8000 feet 
desert with its fragrant sage and 
gray distances, till you reach the ice 
bound lakes, on the top of fhe continent. 

The Kearsarge trail leads away from the 
desert, up g steep slope, and soon the view 
is cut off as it enters a canyon, where the 
ascent is begun in earnest. An old mining 
road is followed for several miles, and we 
can conjure up a picture of the ore-laden 
wagons, creaking down the steep slope 
with all brakes set. The rusty stamp mills 
still stand in old Kearsarge city, relics of 
the days of gold, the days of “forty-nine.” 

Gradually pine and fir displace the sage 
and cottonwoods of the lower elevations, 
and about half way up the ascent We come 
out into a lovely meadow—Onion Valley. 
Farther up the trail we come upon one after 
another of an exquisite chain of lakes. Mat 
lock, Flower and Heart lakes; they are 
called, and the ramparts of the main range 
tower sheer above their bang, 

Near the top of the range abe 
Kearsarge trail, there is a lake of. deepest 
blue, The Indians say it has go bottom, 
and that might well be so, as its due is 
of the deepest, purest, kind. u has no 
visible inlet or outlet, and as the mountains 
drop almost sheer into it oh all sides, the 
unromantic Americans have named it “The 
Pothole.” On account of the great elevya- 
tion, ice floats upon its surface nearly all 
summer long. and in seasons of cool sum- 
mer, never melts. 

The trail winds high above the northern 
brink of the Pothole, and tops the range 
at the Kearsage Pass, a few hundred feet 
above the placid, icebound water’ of the 
lake. Then, to the southwest, what a view! 
For a background, the Kings-Kern Divide, 
stern and uryielding, for a foreground the 
needie-sharp Kearsarge Pinnacles, with the 
chain of blue Kearsage lakes at their feet, 
like a row of gems locked in the fastness 
of the mountains. Far down below the 
Kearsarge chain, shimmers that wonder 
lake of the Sierras, known as Bullfrog. 
Over Bullfrqg Lake, Qut in “the distance, 
stands Brewer, the Mount Magnificent, men- 
acing, mocking, challenging us. 

Down the trail toward Bullfrog we start, 
away from the-ehilly, wind«wept ridge.

Some two miles from 
the summit we come out on the grassy 
shore of Bullfrog Lake, and circling its 
northern shore, we get a magnificent view 
of the mountains to the south.

Gel ajéreHo patricta, hizo publicar y jurar 
la nueva Constitucién espafiola de Cad, y 
abrié negociaciones con San Martin. 

Las conferencias tuvieron lugar en Mira- 
flores, sin resultado alguno. virrey pre- 
tendia de los patriotas que se sometieran al 
rey de Espafia, y San Martin exigia la inde- 
pendenoia del Pera. 

El general San Martin mand6 un cuerpo, a 
las .Ordenes del general Juan Antonio Al- 


varios pueblos del Sur, proclamando la inde- 
pendencia y debiendo reunirse con el gruess 
del ejército que iba a situarse al Norte de 
Lima. Arenales abrié la campafia y la llevé 
a cabo con extraordinaria felicidad. 

San Martin reembarc6 sus tropas, y se 
dirigié6 al puerto de Ancén, al norte de Lima, 
disponiendo que las naves de guerra de la 
escuadra bloqueasen al Callao. 

Desde Ancon salieron diversas partidas a 
hostilizar al virrey, casi en los mismes 
suburbios de la capital. e 

El espiritu de insurreccién asomaba 
entonces en varias provincias del Perd. 
Guayaquil fué la primera en sublevarse. En 
la noche del § de Octubre de 1820, los patrio- 
tas apresaron al tobernador y organizaron 
uns junta de gobierno. Esta se apresuré a 
comunicar su instalacién al general San 
Martin.

El almirante en persona dirigié esta 
operacién, y, después de un refiido combate, 
se posesion6 de la fragata y la sacé de la 
bahfa. 

San Martin volvié a embarcarse y desem- 
barc6 nuevamente en Huacho, veintiocho 
leguas al norte de Lima, tomando posesién 
del importante pueblo de Huaura 

Desde entonces quedé cortada toda co 
municacién entre el virrey Pesuela y las 
provincias del Norte, que no tardaron en 
promunciarse por la independencia N 
Marques de Torre-Tagie, intendente de 
Trujillo, puso la provincia al mando de San 
Martins Todo el Norte del Pert, desde 
Huaura hasta Guayaquil, quedé*segregado al 
poder del virrey. Varios batallones, jefes 
y Oficiales realistas se pasaron a las filas 
patriotas. 

El general Arenales alcanzaba, entretanto, 
importantes triunfos en el interior. Después 
de una victoria obtenida en Nasca, empren- 
die su marcha por la sierra 5 tome muchos 
pueblos, proclamando un levantamiento vas! 
general contra la dominacion espafiola. 

El virrey, alarmado por estos sucesos, hizo 
salir de Lima al brigadier D. Diego O'Reilly, 
a la cabeza de una divisién de mds de 1000

soldados, con que fué a colocarse en Pasco, 
donde esperaba encontrar y datir a los 
patriotas. 

En aque! sitio tuvo lugar, en efecto, el 
combate; pero O'Reilly fué completamente 
derrotade, después de un corte combate. 
Después de esta vittoria, Arenales tus a 
reunirse con San Martin, sin ser inquietado 
per los realistas (8 de Enero 1821.) 

El virrey Peasuela habia reunido en 
Asnapuquio, al norte de Lima, un ejército de 
8000 hombres. Su vanguardia se hallaba a 
la vista del campamento de San Martin. En 
Lima reinaba la mayor excitacién, y de un 
momento a otro se esperaba una gran ba- 
talla. Sin embargo, Pezuela, no acertaba a 
tomar una medida eficas. 

La turbaci6n y el desconcierto comenzaron 
a inclinar a muchos realistas en favor de 
un arreglo pacifico. Los comerciantes y los 
personajes m&s distinguidos de la ciudad 
elevaron al virrey una representaciOn en que 
le manifestaban cudnto convenfa arribar a 
un avenimiento que evitase los desastres de 
la guerra (Diciembre de 1820.)

En el campamento de Asnapuquio firma- 
ron, el 29 de Enero de 1821, una solicitud en 
la cual pedian al virrey que entregara el 
mando supremo al teniente general D. José 
de la Serna, jefe supremo en el mando del 
ejército, y designado por su graduacién para 
tomar el gobierno civil a falta del virrey. 

Pezuela el mismo dia entregé el mando 
al jefe designado, aparentando que procedia 
por au propia voluntad.

San Martin hizo esas proposiciones con el 
propésito de cumplirias lealmente. La Serna 
las aprobé también individualmente, pero se 
abstuvo de dar a San Martin una contesta- 
cién definitiva, antes de consultar a los jefes 
superiores de su ejército. 

La opinién de estos fué desfavorable a 
aquel arregio. Conformindose a este 
parecer, el virrey ofrecié sélo una tregua de 
un afio, durante la cual los dos jefes, San 
Martin y La Serna, debfan pasar a Espaftia 
para informar al rey de lo que ocurria en el 
Pera, y celebrar un convenio definitivo.

‘Arenales, a espaldas de Lima, sublevaba 
los pueblos de la sierra y cortaba a los 
realistas toda comunicaci6n con el interior. 
La Serna comprendié que eta imposible sos- 
tenerse por m&s tiempo en la capital. 

En los primeros dias de Julio, La Serfa y 
sus tropag evacuaron a Lima. El virrey 
abandonaba la opulenta ciudad en son de 


fuga, y emprendia su marcha hacia la sierra - 


(6 de Julio de 1821.) 
La entrada de Lima quedé completamente 
expedita para el ejército patriota. Fi 12 de 
Julio uso sy entrada San Martin, sin la 
menor ostentacién. Queriendo que el mismo 
pueblo peruano decidiese de su propia 
suerte, dispuso que se celebrara un cabildo 
abierto a que debian concurrir todos ‘os 
vecinos notables, a fin de que resolvieran lo 
que debfa hacerse, los que acordaron que era 
urgente declarar la independencia absoluta 
del Perd (15 de Julio.)
